With one hand he graspa sad sinks

The 
sponge once discovered, the hook ia deftly in- 
serted at the rocky base, and by a- suddeu jerk 
the sponge ia detaceed to be brought up on 
deck. This curt description of what seems 
the simple work of sponge-fishing gives no 
idea of the real skill and exertion needed. 
The eye of tho fisher Uaa to be trained 
by long exporieuce to peer into tbe aea and 
tell the commercially valuable sponges from 
those that are worthless. He must have a deft 
hand to manage the swaying hook forty feet 
down ao as to detach the sponge without a tear. 
Above all, while doing this with one hand, 
be must manipulate with tho other the water 
glass as the waves sway i* sideways and up 
or down. 
The strain on eye and body is 


most iutenaa, to say nothing of the cramped 
position aud exposure to wind and wet, which 
first and last make almost every sponge-fisher 
a victim of acute rheumatism, let with all 
his arduous toil, a faithful sponge-tisher earns 
not mote than 915 a month besidea his "keep" 
on the boat, which barely deserves the name of 
exiatence.
